Although almost none of the “22 Crew” could afford to purchase ham radio gear, many of them 
are learning about the hobby and obtaining their licenses. The setup Joe has provided in his classroom allows 
them to get on the air daily. They operate ona frequency of 21.395 MHz from 6 AM to noon (Pacific Time). 
| observed a young ham radio enthusiast named Millie make several QSO’s while | was there (as seen in the 
photo). 


The class had many questions for me. They wanted to know where | was from, so | showed them Oregon 
on the map and | told thema little bit about the Portland area. Seeing young persons who do not enjoy many 
of the things we take for granted using ham radio to expand their horizons was an extremely rewarding 
experience for me. Before | hadto leave, the “22 Crew” gave me a T-shirt (as seen in the photo which includes 
Joe and some of the “22 Crew”). 


So be sure and plan to join the Field Day activities this year. | feel that | struck gold as a result of a Field Day 
contact two years ago and hope that others will also be similarly rewarded.

FCC Investigates Scanner Limitations 


In a surprise move, the Federal Communications Commission has opened aformal inquiry into the feasibility of 
banning scanner manufacturers from selling scanners thatcan receive police, medical emergency, andfire frequencies. 
Citing interference in official public safety operations by scanner wielding members of the public, all five FCC 
commissioners have unanimously approved proposals that would make itillegal to monitor any frequencies which 
contain public safety transmissions. 


In the notice of proposedrulemaking, the FCC has required scannermanufacturers to show due cause why they could 
not manufacture receivers that would eliminate all public safety frequency allocations. Many manufacturers are 
expected to state that the costs of modifying existing radio designs would be prohibitively expensive to the consumer. 


The FCC noted that state and local laws which already ban mobile scanner monitoring are just the first step aimed 
at protecting the health,safety, and general welfare of citizens as well as public safety officials. The Bush Administration 
has indicated it would support the introductionof new laws making ita federal offense for any citizen to monitor public 
safety frequencies unless they hold a special license certifying their need to monitor such frequencies. The new law 
could be a part ofthe Bush Administration anti-crime package to be introducedduring this session of Congress. 


Analysts say the move has been brought about because of high publicity cases of illicit drug operations employing 
fulltime staffs tomonitor law enforcement frequencies to give them advance warning of impending police action. 


Any legislation is likely to be introduced and supported primarily bythe Republican party. Senator Howard 
Metzenbaum (D-OH) and Albert Gore,Jr. (D-TN) have
